Dear Harold, 

Thanks for your letters of 12/27 and 1/3, with the interesting 
enclosures. 

Jim Kostman of the AIB told me that he was embarrassed about not having 
made the time to send you the documents you wanted. We agreed that it would 
be convenient for me to make the copies for you, since the AIB is sending me 
everything they copy (and I am passing it on to Sylvia, Mary, and (selectively) 
to others.) There is a bit of a time lag, but hopefully that won't be much 
of a problem. I gather that the AIB sees people are really ss swamped. 

Anyhow, it is essxsiKfex easiest for me to have just a list, by my number, 
of: the documents you would like. Enclosed are the documents which you mentioned 
in your letter and asked for (#2, 5, 7, 15, 29, 50, and 69; 11 pp.). 

Some of the others I don't have; some you apparently already have. 

Also enclosed: a list of the last batch I got from the AIB (#138-164); 
an exchange with Larry Haapanen about some Oswald-in-New— Orleans matters , and 
a summary of my old an new hxXrkxJ material on Warren Olney. (I've sent the 
latter to Lardner, with a brief summary of my phone conversation with Olney, 
which was basically unproductive (but friendly enough) . ) Olney admitted to 
the usual personal difficulties with Hoover, but declined to make much of 
all this new material. 

Finally, here is a clipping Mark Allen sent me, about the FBI's COINTELPRO 
operations. He's looking for any N.O COINTELPRO documents relating to the FPCC. 

I wouldn't worry too much about the Post sXkeX article on your suit. It 
was clear to me from the text that you hadn't a made the request in the headline. 

I think Oglesby misspoke himself on Good Morning America; anyhow, he made 
a mistake. The document in question is #2 (enclosed), and doesn't imply any 
pre-ass 'n Army Intelligence involvement in anything. I don't recall hearing 
this particular DPD sXExy story before, and if we knew who was spreading it we 
might have a clue to the pipeline few between the DPD and the Army. I think 
the iact that the Army considered Marina's e comments on the rifle important 
enough to tell to the FBI might be s±gi significant - Peter Scott has written 
about the role of the Army- connected translator in putting words into Marina's 
mouth, specifically on the matter of the rifle. 

1 m not pushing the Army on their pre— ass'n files; I think correspondence 
from me would probably be es nonproductive at this point. If we can get any 
±xk press people interested, fine. Hopefully the HSC has gone into this. (I'm 
always an optimist!) 

The stuff the FBI had on you sounds fascinating. Can yMsX you tell from 
the file numbers if it will be in the next 40,000 pages? (That is, are copies 
in 62-109060 or 62-109090.) 

Thanks for your comments on my notes. As I said akaxt above, I if I haven't 
sent you any of the numbered documents you wanted , i let me know.
